It didn't cost Hie city anything to speak 
of; the teachers were chosen from am ong the prisoners them ­ 
selves. and their only compensation lay iii the realization that they 
were rendering a service lo Iheir mon* ignorant companions in 
misery. But ii was maintained by critics that the purpose of a 
workhouse was to punish, not lo educate, 
ll was teared that if 
! prisoners were allowed to spend their evenings in profitable 
and interesting study instead of meditating 
solitarily* on their 
sins, and in filling them selves to obtain gomt positions when 
they should Im* released, the wholesom e punitive effect of the 
corrective institution would In' lost. It was even argued seriously 
Ilia! men might break the law for Hie sake of getting into the 
workhouse*. 
Hut the world moves. How fast it is moving along penologi­ 
cal lines may Im* inferred from the fact thai the federal peniten­ 
tiary al I heaven worth, Kan., has now adopted the same educa­ 
tional system for its prisoners. Even conservative Uncle Sam is 
convinced of its merit. 
I lie convicts an* allowed lo go to night 
sch<M>l iii the evening, instead of being locked in their evils ac­ 
cording lo Hie old custom . The big dining room is used as a 
schoolroom . 
The heller educated prisoners 
leach the 
others. 
There is little purely academic instruction; the effort of the scIumiI 
is lo fit prisoners for jobs. And the enthusiasm they show* in 
■ utilizing the privilege is a revelation.
